I .ast Sept. 30, Gov. William Milliken’® Com­ 
mission on Educational Reform in Michigan sub­ 
mitted a 20-page report on w h a t it believed 
necessary to improve educational quality and 
equity in Michigan. 
This week, Gov. Warren Knowles Commis­ 
sion on Education turned in a 107-page report 
on similar problems in Wisconsin. 
The size of the reports may reflect tile fact 
that the Wisconsin commission took 13 months 
to complete its work and delved into higher edu­ 
cation while Michigan’s Commission worked only 
about six months and didn’t get into the prob­ 
lems of higher education, but some of the con­ 
clusions of the two groups are interesting. For 
while they parallel in ideas of providing property 
tax relief, reorganization of the state control 
apparatus and in “regionalization” of the edu­ 
cational process, they are at the opposite ends 
of the scale on the critical issue of aid to non­ 
public schools. 
* 
* 
* 
The Michigan report s a i d : “We believe 
that sound public policy requires that the peo­ 
ple of Michigan recognize a measure of respon­ 
sibility for providing all children with an edu­ 
cation in secular subjects. Our abiding concern 
is for children, wherever situated. Our recom­ 
mendations can be no less comprehensive. We 
would be remiss if we failed to help position 
this issue for reasoned consideration in the con­ 
text of total educational reform. The Commis­ 
sion recommends that the Legislature approve 
salary support for certified lay teachers of secu­ 
lar subjects in established non-public schools 
according to the following plan: 50 per cent of 
such teachers’ salaries for that portion of the 
time they teach secular subjects during the 1970- 
71 years and 75 per cent during the 
1972-73 
school year when other recommendations for 
educational reform will be fully effective . . .” 
The Wisconsin Commission recommended, 
according to the Milwaukee Journal, that shared 
time and released time programs be explored 
and that regional boards of education furnish 
both public and non-public schools with certain 
specific services as driver education, psycholo­ 
gical testing, counseling, speech therapy and 
remedial programs, etc., but rejected any pro­ 
gram of general aid to non-public schools. Tile 
Commission noted that the private school prob­ 
lem is a Catholic problem and that there is dis­ 
agreement even among Catholics about the ad­ 
visability of general assistance. 
As far as the idea that Catholic schools 
provide a unique environment for children, the 
commission said the unique aspect was relig­ 
ious training and religious atmosphere. “We sub­ 
mit that it is not sound public policy to provide 
public aid to preserve that environment. This 
is not to say that a religious environment is un­ 
desirable, but only that it is not the proper sub­ 
ject for public support.”

The question of public a i d to non-public 
schools has held the center ring in the Michigan 
Legislature since December when it was called 
back into session by the governor to discuss his 
educational package. A decision on the question 
is upcoming. 
But while Wisconsin’s overall educational 
structure may be somewhat different from that 
in Michigan, before Michigan plunges head long 
into a program of state support for non-public 
schools the representatives and senators might 
do well to examine the report by Gov. Knowles* 
Commission. 
“Realistically, minimal aid can only be a 
prelude to more substantial aid equal to or great­ 
er than state support of public schools,” the 
Commission said. 
One of the great arguments in Michigan in 
favor of what might be termed “minimal aid” 
to non-public schools is that a few dollars spent 
to keep the non-public schools open will save 
the many dollars that would be required if all 
non-public students enrolled in public schools. 
This skirts the basic issue of public taxes for 
religious purposes, but if economics must be de­ 
bated then the long-term view must be preferred 
And on this point, the Wisconsin Commis­ 
sion has shown the greater wisdom.

The Michigan Secretary of State’s office the 
other day reported that current new license 
plate sales are lagging 355,000 behind 1969 
sales. 
A year ago, of course, Feb. 28 was the dead­ 
line for buying and changing license plates on 
passenger cars, but “an extra month was added 
to eliminate traditional long lines,” said Secre­ 
tary of State James M. Hare. This year’s dead­ 
line for buying new passenger and motorcycle 
plates is March 31. 
But if the state hasn’t done much to elim­ 
inate the long lines and at the same time proved 
that people generally are good procrastinators, 
there is one good feature about the later dead­ 
line. People waiting in the long lines this year 
are less likely to freeze. 
It just goes to show that maybe Michigan 
is a humanitarian state after all.

Varnum (R- 
Manistique), on the other hand, 
has refused to answer the vital 
question. A summation of Mr. 
Varnurn’s replies to ‘‘Are paro­ 
chial schools worth saving?” en­ 
compasses random numblings 
aboue constitutionality, better 
ways of doing it, Black Panth­ 
ers, Communism, etc. And Mr. 
Varnum is being hailed as "tru­ 
ly representative of the peo­ 
ple." 
What Varnum is really saying 
is, "Be of good heart paro- 
chtites. I will not lift a finger 
to prevent your death, but once 
you die, I’ll refuse to admit you 
are dead. Oh, and by the way, 
please don’t hold this against 
me because I’ve done a lot of 
good in other areas." 
Unfortunately, the Christian 
belief in reincarnation is not 
readily adaptable to a school 
system. So, in the interests of 
fair play, or maybe with a de­ 
ference to the rules of debate, 
lets stop beating around the 
bush and settle this issue on 
its merits.

If my friend Dr. Frances Ilg 
of Gesell is right, a fixation on 
the subject of hair is the pe­ 
culiar psychological mark of the 
14-year-old boy.

’only thing that counts." At 15 
the subject becomes even more 
important: the Gesell "growth 
gradient" chart shows that both 
boys and girls of this age are 
"very responsible about and in­ 
terested in all aspects of care 
and grooming of hair." 
At 16, however, the preoc­ 
cupation with hair tends to 
fade. At least this was the case 
when Dr. Ilg, along with her 
colleagues Dr. Louise Ames and 
Dr. Arnold Gesell, was making 
her original study of the "youth 
from IO to 16."

Alas! as Dr. Ilg bas frequent­ 
ly had occasion to observe as 
she goes about the country 
making "placement" examina­ 
tions for school systems, the ac­ 
tual age of a child is frequent­ 
ly no indication of the emotion­ 
al age. The relevant conclusion 
from this is that, during the 
last two or three years, we have 
had a tremendous emotional 
slippage not only among adoles­ 
cents but among the adults as 
well. 
If prooccupation with hair is 
the indicator, whole segments 
of the population have emo­ 
tionally reverted to age 14. 
This could explain a number 
of things. Judge Hoffman, in 
that Chicago courtroom, had to 
deal with the behavior of a 
bunch of emotional 14-year- 
olds. The lawyers for the 14- 
year-olds couldn’t have been 
more than 15 years old, emo­ 
tionally speaking themselves. 
According to the Gesell for­ 
mula, as adjusted to standards 


of emotional behavior, Judge 
Hoffman imposed sentences on 
Jerry Rubin, Abbie Hoffman, 
and the rest that were much too 
severe. Instead of sending them 
to prison, he should have pack­ 
ed them off to reform school. 
★

The Gesell "growth gradient" 
chart is even more interesting 
on the subject of violence than 
it is on the subject of hair. 
Kids at the age of IO manage to 
contain their violent impulses. 
But at ll they begin to fight 
and slam doors. At 12 they tend 
to subside a bit; this is the age 
when they begin to shift over 
to purely verbal response. At 
13, aside from a tendency to 
sulk and make faces at teacher, 
the kids are on their way to be­ 
coming civilized. At 14, when 
things become tight, they re­ 
spond by leaving the room. At 
15 they try not to show anger; 
it 16 they don’t "get mad th# 
way they used to." 
So, with the Gesell chart be­ 
fore us, we may have a clue to 
provide understanding of those 
reports now coming from the 
high schools about student van­ 
dalism. vicious beatings, kick­ 
ing and gouging in the stair­ 
wells, 
the 
hospitalization 
of 
teachers and even the police, 
and the new extracurricular ac­ 
tivities in arson and theft. The 
high school population, it would 
seem, is reverting emotionally 
to age ll. 
There is this movement to 
give the vote to the 18-year- 
olds. Okay, but with the evi­ 
dence we have been accumulat­ 
ing of a countrywide emotional 
slippage, 
with 
high 
school 
seniors acting like 11-year-olds, 
maybe Dr. Ilg should be called 
in to "place" all prospective 
youthful voters in accordance 
with their emotional maturity. 
Does this sound like dictator­ 
ship? Well, anything might be 
better than living in an infanto- 
cracy.

Never Be The Same 
No matter what is done now 
to change the rapidly eroding 
housing industry, it never again 
will be the cam#. In order to 


maintain its skills, any industry 
must offer work to its members. 
Jobs are plentiful in most 
areas of the economy. When 
skilled workers leave the hous­ 
ing 
industry, 
therefore, 
they 
may leave for good. And the 
same may be said for many 
small builders. 
As a consequence, the house 
of the future is increasingly 
going to be made at the facto­ 
ries of large companies that can 
take advantage of automation, 
and which can offer steady em­ 
ployment to workers. 
Concede Damage 
Although it is not official eco­ 
nomic policy to damage the 
housing industry as it exists, it 
is an almost inevitable conse­ 
quence of such policy.

Three large and elaborate re­ 
lief maps depict two air battles 
over Hanoi on May 19.

attempt at a phonetic version of 
the name: “ Giem Cat Lo.” 


At the entrance to the exhibi­ 
tion grounds three jet intercep­ 
tors with gold stars are on dis­ 
play.

Wants to Cut 


Midwest Runs 


CHICAGO fAP) — The Penn 
Central, 
which 
operates

largest passenger train system 
in the nation, plans to ask gov­ 
ernm ent permission to discon­ 
tinue 52 passenger runs connect­ 
ing dozens of Midwest and E ast­ 
ern 
cities, 
the 
Chicago 
Sun- 
Times s a d today. 
The proposal, which the Sun- 
Times said it learned of Tues­ 
day, would seek to end nearly 
all Penn Central passenger serv­ 
ice west of Albany, N.Y., and 
Harrisburg. Pa. 
If approved, 
the story said, 
the plan would 
nearly 
isolate 
Chicago and much of the Mid­ 
west from the East Coast 
by 
passenger train. 
The 
proposal 
involves at least 25 inter - city 
trains operating in and out of 
Chicago. 
Penn Central spokesmen have 
refused to comment on the re­ 
ported plans, the Sun - Times 
said, adding that a railroad at­ 
torney who was in Chicago this 
week indicated that a dram atic 
move was “ in the works” and 
probably 
would 
be 
revealed 
soon. 
The drastic action was decid­ 
ed on for two prim ary reasons, 
the account said. One is a $100- 
million-a-year passenger deficit 
which is endangering the Penn 
C entral’s stability. The other is 
discouragem ent that, while gov­ 
ernm ent officials talk about fi­ 
nancial help to save the passen- 
ge* trains, 
nobody 
has

Congress a comprehensive pro­ 
posal. 
The railroad plans tentatively
